Harry started in the Rodeo business as a very young man, in a small way, 
back in 1945. Today he has the largest string of Bucking Horses, Brahma 
Bulls and Dogging Steers, in the Dominion of Canada, and produces more Rodeos 
than 'any other Rodeo Contractor in Canada. 

In addition to his Canadian Rodeos; he has contracted to supply stock at 
three of the larger Rodeos in the United States: Ellesbury, Washington; Lewis¬ 
ton, Idaho and Pendleton, Oregon. 

Along with many other U.S. contractors, Harry was the first Canadian to 
take stock to the first World Series Rodeo held at Dallas, Texas, in December, 
1959.

The great American sport, came into being during the early days of the 
cattle industry. It took form in the cow camps of the West, gathered speed 
along the frails to the Northern feeding grounds, and moved ahead to spectator 
acceptance in the arena of a more modem era. 

In this area today the life of the West and the work of the cattle ranch is 
relived before great crowds in contests between wild cattle, wild horses, wild 
bulls and even wilder men. 

Rodeo today is attracting about 30,000,000 spectators each year and is no 
longer confined to the West as some of the largest rodeos in North America 
are held annually in such unlikely cities as New York, Boston and Chicago. 

The contestants in the world’s roughest sport are athletes who are pro¬ 
fessionals all the way. Rodeo cowboys travel thousands of miles each year to 
attend rodeos where they pay stiff entry fees for the privilege of testing their 
strength against the often vicious brutes they encounter in the arenas. 

Cowboys appearing at the Vermilion Indoor Rodeo and other rodeos through¬ 
out Canada and the United States get no salaries or guarantees. They are 
members of the Rodeo Cowboys’ Association and as such they are bound by strict 
rules governing their conduct both In and out of the arena A cowboy who fails 
to live up to the regulations can be barred from participation. The association 
also sanctions rodeos such as the Vermilion Indoor Rodeo and thereby assures 
the cowboys of such things as proper and qualified officials, judges, and safe¬ 
guarded interests throughout the event. 

Cowboys stress the fact that they are not “performers” at a “show”. They 
are contestants who are in the world’s toughest competition. They are pitting 
their strength and skill against each other and against the world’s roughest, 
toughest animals. With this in mind the spectator will appreciate that the com¬ 
peting cowboys 'are skilled professional athletes just the same as a professional 
football, hockey or baseball player.

VERMILION 
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RULES — Explained 

1. SADDLE BRONC RIDING 

The rider has only one rein, a plain halter and saddle. Upon leaving the 
chute the horse must be spurred over the shoulders on the first jump and 
spurring should continue throughout the contest which lasts ten seconds. 
Rider must leave the chute with rein in one hand and the other hand high 
in the air. Free hand must be kept in the air at all times. 

2. BAREBACK BRONC RIDING 

The only equipment used in Bareback Bronc Riding is a simple surcingle 
with a leather handle at the top. There is no saddle, no stirrups, halter or 
rein. Rider must have his spurs over the break of the shoulders and touching 
the horse on the first jump out of the chute. He cannot touch any part of 
the horse with his free hand and is not permitted to change hands on the 
rigging. Riding time is eight seconds. 

3. CALF ROPING 

This contest is man against beast all the way. The loop must be out of the 
roper’s hands when it catches the calf and must hold until he gets to the 
animal. The calf must be thrown by hand and the cowboy gathers any three 
of the animal’s feet, tying them with a short isfring called a “pigging string”. 
The field judge must approve the tie. Calf Roping lasts 45 seconds.

RULES — Explained.Cont. 

4. STEER WRESTLING 

In this contest the cowboy leaps from a galloping horse to catch the steer’s 
horns. He must brake the animal and throw it to the ground. The steer 
is considered down when lying on his side with all four feet out and head 
straight. In this event another cowboy rides a “hazing” horse along beside 
the steer to assure a straight course for the animal. 

5. BRAHMA BULL RIDING 

A rope with no notches or hitches in it is used in this event and this is the 
only means of holding on. The bull should be encouraged to buck and the 
vicious disposition of the animal usually sees this accomplished with little 
difficulty. The rider is disqualified if he uses his sharp spurs, touches the 
bull with his free hand or is bucked off the animal. The rider must get off 
the bull without being gored, kicked or trampled. Time allowed is eight 
seconds. It is during the Brahma Bull Riding that the rodeo clowns deserve 
a round of applause from the spectators. Their ability to lure the ferocious 
animals iaway from the contestants often averts serious injuries. 

6. AMATEUR BRONC RIDING 

To qualify for this event a rider need not belong to the CPA, but he must 
have a CPA permit. He must not be over twenty-one years of age. All other 
rules are the same as for Saddle Bronc Riding as outlined above.
